SUPERINTENDENTS  REPORT. 


Kent  County  Mental  Hospital, 

Maidstone, 

April ,  1932 . 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Report,  together  with  the  Statistical  Tables, 
for  the  year  1931,  and  in  presenting  it  as  the  first  during  your 
Chairmanship,  and  as  the  first  addressed  to  ladies  as  well  as 
gentlemen  on  the  Committee,  I  am  glad  to  state  that  the  work  of 
the  Hospital  has  proceeded  in  a  satisfactory  way  during  the  year 
1931. 

The  coming  into  operation  of  the  Mental  Treatment  Act  on  the 
1st  January  is  the  outstanding  event  of  the  year,  which  will,  it  is 
hoped,  mark  another  milestone  on  the  road  to  the  humane  treat¬ 
ment  of  those  suffering  from  mental  disorders.  As  it  is  the  first 
year  in  which  this  Act  has  operated,  affecting  as  it  does  Public 
Mental  Hospitals,  I  venture  to  bring  to  your  notice,  and  to  put  on 
record,  how  use  has  been  made  of  the  new  arrangements  in  this 
portion  of  the  County. 

My  Out-Patients  Clinic  for  Mental  Cases,  at  the  West  Kent 
General  Hospital,  has  been  much  appreciated  by  doctors,  by 
relatives,  and  by  patients  who  have  come  to  it  from  such  distant 
parts  as  Hartford,  Lenham,  Cranbrook  and  Bromley,  and  the 
desirability  of  establishing  other  Clinics  is  made  obvious  by  the 
increasing  numbers  who  attend  at  Maidstone,  and  by  the  wide¬ 
spread  distribution  of  those  seeking  advice.  During  the  year, 
thirty-seven  patients  have  applied  for  treatment,  most  of  them 
suffering  from  obvious  mental  disorder,  and  many  being  sent  by 
their  own  doctors.

As  this  work  increases,  the  necessity  of  a  social  worker  mentioned 
in  my  last  Report,  becomes  more  apparent. 

With  regards  patients  admitted  to  Banning  under  the  New 
Act,  temporary  patients  have  been  eight  in  number,  but  during 
the  period  under  review,  have  not  been  altogether  suitable  as  such, 
and  certification,  in  some  eases,  has  been  called  for. 

The  admission  of  Voluntary  patients  was  not  authorised  until 
late  in  the  year,  but  the  desirability  of  such  treatment  is  apparent 
in  the  greater  hope  given  the  patients,  and  also  from  the  fact  that 
recovery  is  more  rapid.  In  addition,  a  bed  in  the  Hospital  is 
occupied,  as  a  rule,  for  a  less  time  than  would  be  the  case  if  the 
patient  had  been  admitted  under  certificate.

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The  numbers  have  again  increased,  as  usual  and  as  expected, 
during  the  year,  and  the  Hospital  on  December  31st,  was  again 
overcrowded.  It  is  hoped  that  some  relief  may  be  obtained  by 
suitable  patients  being  accommodated  in  Public  Assistance  Institu¬ 
tions,  and  defectives  in  Hospitals  for  defectives,  but  whatever  relief  is 
afforded  by  these  means,  the  necessity  for  an  Admission  Hospital 
apart  from  the  main  building  but  on  the  estate,  still  remains  ; 
also  the  need  for  seperate  convalescent  Villas  has  become  no  less 
but  rather  more  pressing  with  the  operation  of  the  Mental  Treat¬ 
ment  Act  of  1930. 

The  belief  that  the  Minister  of  Health  is  unlikely  to  approve  of 
additions  to  such  a  large  Hospital  as  Barming  is  erroneous,  as  is 
shown  in  the  Report  from  the  Board  of  Control  dated  the  27th 
July,  1931,  which  states  that—  “  he  (the  Minister)  is,  however, 
prepared  to  make  exception  ....  where  additions  take  the  form  of 
admission  and  treatment  centres,  with  their  ancillary  convalescent 
villas,  since  these  are  a  therapeutic  necessity,  without  which  no 
Mental  Hospital  can  be  regarded  as  up-to-date.” 

I  have  drawn  the  attention  of  the  Committee  to  the  desirability 
of  such  additions  in  my  previous  reports,  and  hope  that  the 
patients  from  the  County  of  Kent  may  benefit  in  the  future  by 
these  recognised  aids  to  recovery. 

Admissions.— (Tables  B). 

The  admissions  numbered  336  :  125  Males  and  336  Females. 
This  is  about  the  average,  although  the  females  were  less  than 
last  year. 

Of  the  total  admissions,  16-9  %  were  over  60  years  of  age. 

Of  the  direct  admissions,  63T  °/Q  had  been  ill  for  more  than  a 
month  prior  to  admission  ;  28 ‘8  °/Q  had  had  one  or  more  previous 
attack;  and  in  48’2  °/Q  hereditary  defect  was  ascertained. 

These  figures  show  a  decrease  in  the  admission  of  patients  over 
60  years  of  age,  and  of  those  where  hereditary  defect  was 
ascertained  ;  this  appears  to  shew  that  the  correct  type  of  patient 
is  being  sent  to  this  Hospital  more  than  was  the  case  in  the  past. 
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Discharges.  (Tables  C). 

The  Recovery  Rate  of  33*03%  (Males  27*2%  and  Females 
36*49%),  was  a  fair  average. 

59*5  %  of  the  recoveries  took  place  within  a  year  of  the 
commencement  of  the  attack. 


Deaths. — (Tables  D). 

The  Death  Rate  of  7*0%  (Males  5*9%  and  Females  7*6%) 
was  about  the  average  of  recent  years. 

26*6  %  were  over  70  years  of  age  at  death. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  were Pneumonia,  29*6  %  ; 
Arterio-Sclerosis  12*6%;  Chronic  Nephritis  11*1%  ;  and  General 
Paralysis  10*3%.  Tubercular  disease  was  responsible  for  the  low 
percentage  of  2*9, 

Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  88*1  %  of  the  deaths. 

Births. 

One  child  was  born  to  a  patient  during  the  year. 


Infectious  Diseases. 

Erysipelas  8  cases  (patients)  ;  Scarlet  fever  2  cases  (patients)  ; 
Enteric  fever  5  cases  (4  female  patients,  and  one  Nurse  who  died). 

Influenza — There  was  a  slight  outbreak  in  March,  and  a  serious 
epidemic  commenced  during  the  last  week  of  the  year. 

There  was  no  Dysentery. 

The  outbreak  of  Enteric  Fever  called  for  a  special  investigation, 
and  was  caused  by  a  “carrier,”  who,  I  am  happy  to  say,  was 
traced  and  is  isolated.  She  has  been  operated  upon  and  shewed 
typhoid  organisms  in  her  gall  bladder  and  her  appendix,  the 
removal  of  which  may  clear  up  the  danger.  Investigation 
continues. 


Inquests. 

Four  Inquests  took  place.  The  circumstances  of  these  were 
fully  reported  to  you  at  the  time,  and  none  calls  for  special 
comment. 

Farm  and  Garden. 

The  chief  product  of  the  Farm  delivered  to  the  Hospital  during 
the  financial  year  ended  31st  March,  1932,  were  as  follows  : — 

31,368  gallons  Milk, 

31,435  lbs.  Beef  and  Suet, 

18,779  lbs.  Pork, 

3,141  cwts.  Potatoes. 

There  has  also  been  a  regular  supply  of  other  vegetables. 

22  Fat  beasts,  producing  17,688  lbs.  Beef  and  Suet,  and  149 
Sheep,  producing  12,081  lbs.  Mutton  have  also  been  purchased  and 
delivered  to  the  Hospital. 

The  Potato  crop  was  slightly  below  the  average. 

Other  vegetable  crops  have  been  very  good. 

The  root  crops  were  very  fair. 

The  Hay  crop  was  good,  and  the  Oats  very  fair. 

The  Pigs  have  again  done  fairly  well  ;  114  have  been  slaughtered 
for  the  Hospital  and  212  have  been  sold,  the  net  amount  obtained 
for  sales  being  £718  Is.  10d.,  which  figure  is  rather  higher  than 
last  year.  The  price  of  Pork  in  the  market  has  been  considerably 
lower  than  the  two  previous  years,  but  the  number  of  pigs  sold 
during  the  year  under  report  shews  an  increase  of  91. 

The  Cows  have  again  done  well.  There  has  been  an  increase  of 
2,687  gallons  of  milk  over  last  year  ;  an  average  of  30  cows  have 
been  kept  in  milk  during  the  year,  producing  31,368  gallons  of 
milk  ;  an  average  of  1,045|  gallons  per  cow. 
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It  is  interesting  to  note  that  during  the  four  years  ended  31st 
March,  1932,  owing  to  an  improved  method  of  feeding,  there  has 
been  an  average  increase  of  4,776|-  gallons  of  milk  produced  per 
year  over  the  four  years  ended  31st  March,  1928  ;  the  number  of 
cows  remaining  the  same. 

An  electric  motor  has  been  fitted  for  driving  the  Farm 
machinery. 

The  live  stock  on  the  Farm  at  the  end  of  the  financial  vear  was

4  horses,  30  Cows,  221  Pigs  and  7  Sheep. 

General  Progress. 

The  small  Female  Solarium  has  been  fitted  with  wood  and  glass 
Sashes. 

A  new  Solarium  has  been  built  it  the  Old  Building  Female 
Gardens. 

The  Laundry  and  Stores  roofs  have  been  put  in  good  repair, 

Two  new  Sectional  Boilers  have  been  put  in  the  New  Building 
for  heating  Wards. 

A  house  for  an  Assistant  Medical  Officer  has  been  built  in  the 
Cemetery  Road. 

Patent  Mixing  Valves  have  been  fixed  to  all  baths  attached  to 
Wards. 

A  new  Boiler  has  been  fixed  in  the  Chaplain’s  House,  and 
re-decoration  has  been  carried  out. 

The  Old  Buildings,  Male  and  Female,  have  been  externally 
painted,  and  the  Green  Houses  put  in  good  repair. 

The  Nurses’  Home  has  been  decorated  internally  throughout. 

The  Assistant  Medical  Officers’  Quarters  have  been  re  decorated 
throughout. 

Wards  11  and  15  Female  have  been  painted,  and  all  New 
Building  staircases  distempered. 
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All  ceilings  throughout  the  Old  Building  (Female)  have  been 
distempered,  and  several  lavatories  and  kitchens  of  Wards  have 
been  re-painted. 


Financial. 

The  total  cost  per  head  for  the  year  was  19s.  lOJd.  a  reduction 
on  the  previous  year  of  4Jd.  and  is  therefore  only  ^d.  per  head 
per  week  over  the  present  In-County  charge. 

The  General  efficiency  of  the  Hospital  is  well  maintained. 


Occupation. 

I  am  glad  to  say  that  the  occupation  of  patients  is  still  receiving 
that  keen  attention  by  the  Staff  that  is  essential  in  keeping  this 
branch  of  treatment  to  the  fore. 

On  both  Male  and  Female  sides  of  the  Hospital  an  increasing 
number  are  engaged  in  some  form  of  occupation  ;  returns  from 
the  Male  side  shewing  an  average  of  69 '69%  for  the  year,  which  is 
an  increase  of  2%  on  the  previous  year,  and  4-23%  over  1929. 

The  benefit  derived  from  having  a  Senior  Male  Nurse  attached 
for  duty  to  the  Occupation  Officer  has  been  marked,  and  is  shewn, 
not  only  by  the  increased  numbers  occupied,  but  also  by  the  type 
now  interested  in  various  occupations. 

The  figures  on  the  Female  side  too,  are  satisfactory,  being  75% 
employed,  the  same  as  last  year,  and  an  increase  of  7%  over  1929 
and  13%  over  1928. 

These  figures  emphasize  the  points  to  which  I  have  drawn  your 
attention  in  previous  reports,  especially  the  recognition  that 
occupation  is  a  definite  form  of  treatment  in  mental  disorders,  and 
should  be  carried  out  throughout  the  Hospital  by  all  the  Nursing 
Staff.  With  this  in  view,  I  now  look  upon  duty  in  the  Occupation 
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Department  as  part  of  the  training  of  the  Mental  Nurse,  and  from 
the  Staff  so  trained,  certain  of  them  specialize  in  this  form  of 
Nursing  and  fit  themselves  to  take  charge  of,  and  to  conduct,  an 
Occupation  Centre, 

Apart  from  the  recognised  centre,  four  other  rooms  adjoining 
Wards  are  devoted  to  this  use,  and  occupation  is  carried  out  too, 
in  the  various  workshops,  workrooms,  and  in  all  the  Wards 
themselves. 

The  financial  position  is  most  satisfactory  ;  the  work  is  entirely 
self-supporting  and,  in  addition,  trips  to  the  seaside,  and  parties, 
have  been  arranged  and  paid  for  without  calls  upon  the  Hospital 
general  funds.  Trips  to  the  seaside  were  much  appreciated,  as 
were  afternoon  drives.  Many  of  these  patients  have  not  been 
in  a  vehicle  for  years,  or  had  even  been  outside  the  Hospital. 

Improvement  in  conduct  has  resulted,  as  among  these  patients 
are  many  who  could  not  always  be  relied  upon  to  behave  well. 

The  usual  dances  and  various  entertainments  have  continued, 
and  walks,  both  inside  the  grounds  and  beyond  the  estate  have 
been  arranged. 

Parole  is  extensively  given  and  its  extent  varies  with  the  type 
of  patient  concerned.  Generally  speaking  it  is  not  abused,  and 
the  graduated  increase  of  freedom  is  an  incentive  for  those  on  the 
more  restricted  parole  card  to  endeavour  to  qualify  for  one 
permitting  greater  liberty.

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CHAPLAIN’S  REPORT. 


Kent  County  Mental  Hospital, 

Maidstone, 

April ,  1932. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  placing  before  you  my  twentieth 
annual  report. 


For  the  greater  part  of  the  year  the  Chaplain’s  duties  have 
been  carried  out  as  in  the  past.  A  very  considerable  part  of  this 
work  is  necessarily  sick  visiting,  and  one  is  always  welcome  in 
the  sick  wards.  The  members  of  the  Staff  are  a  tremendous  help  to 
me  in  this  branch  of  my  work.  Their  courtesy  and  information 
about  the  patients  being  of  immense  value. 


The  Church  Services,  which  are  always  well  attended,  have 
been  as  usual ;  special  Services  being  held  during  Lent  (the 
devotional  readings  this  year  being  on  the  “  Men  of  the  Passion  ”) 
and  on  Armistice  Day.  This  latter  service  still  draws  a  large 
congregation  and  is  very  reverently  and  devoutly  conducted. 

The  number  of  communicants  is  satisfactory,  at  Easter  about 
130  attended,  and  when  necessary  private  celebrations  are  .  held 
in  the  sick  wards.  The  Chaplain  is  always  ready  for  any  duty 
which  he  may  be  called  upon  to  perform. 

There  have  been  53  funerals  in  our  own  cemetery  during  the 
past  year. 
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The  Choir  has  again  considerably  enhanced  the  value  of  the 
Chapel  Services,  good  singing  being  such  a  help  to  devout 
worship.  Mr.  C.  F.  Sim  takes  a  tremendous  interest  in  the 
music,  and  his  keeness  is  responded  to  by  the  Choir.  I  am 
grateful  to  the  members  for  their  valuable  help  in  this  important 
matter. 

Our  Annual  Musical  Recital  was,  once  more,  an  unqualified 
success.  A  very  large  congregation  of  visitors  assembled  and 
were  delighted  with  the  music  selected.  I  cannot  say  how  much 
I  appreciate  the  work  of  the  Choir  during  weeks  of  practice, 
which,  at  times,  must  become  rather  monotonous.  One  never 
asks  for  anything  from  them  without  a  ready  and  willing  response. 
The  collection  at  the  Recital,  <£21  18s.  4d.,  is  the  largest  we  have 
taken  in  the  Chapel. 

We  are  still  hoping  that  an  electric  blower  to  the  organ  may 
be  installed  before  long. 

Unfortunately  during  May  I  was  unable  to  carry  out  my 
duties  owing  to  illness.  In  June  also  I  was  only  able  to  take  an 
occasional  service  and  attend  to  any  really  necessary  things. 
In  this  connection  I  have  to  thank  Major  J.  Harris,  Diocesan  Lay 
Reader,  for  his  valued  assistance.  During  these  two  months  he 
was  responsible  for  the  Sunday  Morning  Services  and  every 
member  of  the  congregation  was  delighted  with  the  addresses  he 
gave.  One  cannot  be  too  thankful  that  he  was  able  and  willing 
to  assist  us  in  this  way.  The  Revs.  A.  B.  Littlewood  and  E.  H. 
Langhorne  took  occasional  celebrations  and  also  conducted  the 
funerals,  whilst  Lt.-Col.  C.  F.  de  Salis  undertook  the  lay  side  of 
my  work,  so  that  the  Hospital  suffered  a  minimum  of  inconve¬ 
nience  by  my  absence.  I  am  indeed  grateful  to  these  gentlemen 
for  helping  me  over  a  very  difficult  time. 

The  Rev.  B.  W.  Cowan  once  again  acted  as  my  locum  in  July 
and  the  Rev.  A.  B.  Littlewood  in  October.  These  twc  gentlemen 
always  receive  a  warm  welcome  at  the  Hospital. 
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The  Hospital  Concert  Party  gave  their  usual  “  show,”  which 
the  patients  greatly  appreciated.  It  was  repeated  in  April  to  the 
general  public  and  ,£32  was  raised  for  the  Mental  After  Care 
Association. 

Although  the  weather  during  the  summer  was  very  unsettled, 
the  majority  of  our  cricket  fixtures  were  carried  through.  The 
Staff  XI.  had  a  fairly  successful  season.  The  Patients’  XL  also 
did  well.  The  Hospital  Football  team  won  the  Bolton  Cup  as 
runners-up  of  the  Maidstone  Wednesday  League,  and  also  reached 
the  final  of  the  Wednesday  Charity  Cup,  when  we  were  beaten  by 
a  better  side. 

We  were  fortunate  in  having  a  fine  day  for  our  Annual  Sports 
on  August  Bank  Holiday. 

Gifts  of  books  were  received  from  the  British  Bed  Cross  Society 
and  the  K.C.C.  Library  and  were  suitably  acknowledged.  The 
Bev.  C.  H.  Wedgwood,  of  Ditton,  sent  some  fruit  and  vegetables 
from  their  Harvest  Festival  decorations.  These  were  distributed 
to  suitable  wards. 

I  also  place  on  record  my  thanks  to  the  Medical  Superintendent, 
Matron,  Medical  and  Nursing  Staffs  for  their  help  and  courtesy 
in  the  work  of  another  year. 

Assuring  you  of  my  continued  interest  in  all  Hospital  matters.

We  have  to-day  completed  our  inspection  of  this  Hospital, 
which  we  commenced  yesterday,  and  have  been  greatly  impressed 
by  the  arrangements  made  for  the  care,  comfort  and  treatment  of 
the  patients,  and  by  the  general  air  of  efficiency  which  has  been 
evident  throughout  the  whole  Institution.

The  above  changes  leave  on  the  statutory  books  the  names  of 
769  male  and  1,178  female  patients,  or  a  total  of  1,947.  Ex-service 
patients  number  63,  and  out-county  patients  9. 

Thirteen  female  and  four  male  patients  are  at  present  out  on 
trial,  and  two  females  and  one  male  are  on  leave,  so  that  the 
numbers  actually  in  residence  are  764  males  and  1,163  females, 
making  a  total  of  1,927.  Comparing  these  figures  with  the  pre¬ 
scribed  accommodation  we  find  that  there  is  an  excess  of  patients 
by  day  of  16  on  the  female  side,  and  by  night  of  14  on  the  male 
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side.  Upon  our  tour  of  the  wards  we  found  the  day  rooms  and 
dormitories  in  excellent  order.  The  day  rooms  generally  were 
well  supplied  with  flowers  and  plants  in  pots,  even  those  which 
contained  some  of  the  most  turbulent  patients,  a  fact  which  re¬ 
flects  considerable  credit  on  the  nursing  staff.  The  dormitories 
were  clean  and  airy.  Much  attention  is  paid  to  the  habits  of  the 
most  degraded  patients,  resulting  in  an  entire  absence  of  un¬ 
pleasant  odour,  and  a  remarkably  small  number  of  wet  beds. 

Since  the  last  visit,  a  considerable  amount  of  painting  and 
redecoration  both  external  and  internal  has  been  carried  out, 
including  redecoration  of  the  N arses’  Home.  Other  work  executed 
during  the  period  under  review  comprises  the  completion  of  the 
installation  of  electric  light,  and  the  repair  of  the  roofs  of  the 
laundry  and  stores.  New  features  are  the  fitting  of  mixing  valves 
with  special  thermometers  to  all  ward  baths,  and  the  provision  of 
a  new  Solarium  in  the  female  garden  of  the  Old  Building.  This 
Solarium  appeared  to  us  to  be  excellently  planned  and  well 
situated  for  its  purpose.  We  understand  that  its  extension  is 
amongst  the  things  in  contemplation,  and  this,  with  the  proposed 
alteration  of  the  garden  in  its  vicinity,  will,  we  think,  help  greatly 
in  the  treatment  of  the  patients.  Similar  improvements  are,  we 
are  informed,  intended  on  the  male  side. 

We  were  particularly  pleased  to  hear  of  the  completion  of  a 
house  for  the  second  Assistant  Medical  Officer.  The  provision  of 
separate  accommodation  for  married  Officers  is  now  generally 
recognised  as  an  essential  feature  of  a  modern  Mental  Hospital 
and  we  are  sure  that  the  money  has  been  well  spent. 

We  have  visited  all  the  wards  and  departments  of  the  Institu¬ 
tion,  have,  we  believe,  seen  all  the  patients  and  have  given  them 
an  opportunity  of  speaking  to  us.  Ample  evidence  was  forth¬ 
coming  from  them  of  the  kindly  and  sympathetic  treatment  given 
them,  and  we  received  no  complaints  save  on  the  ground  of  de¬ 
tention.  Generally  speaking  the  patients  appeared  to  be  happy 
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and  contented,  and  to  be  well  and  suitably  clothed.  We  saw  a 
dinner  being  served  consisting  of  pork  and  2  vegetables  followed 
by  rice  pudding.  The  meal  was  nicely  served  and  appeared  to  be 
well  cooked.  We  were  glad  to  observe  that  the  plates  were 
efficiently  warmed  and  the  food  kept  nicely  hot  by  the  new 
electric  “  hot  plates.” 

We  noticed  that  “wireless”  is  provided  in  only  a  small  pro¬ 
portion  of  the  wards.  Our  experience  is  that  this  form  of  enter¬ 
tainment  is  much  appreciated  by  the  majority  of  patients  and 
serves  a  useful  purpose  by  keeping  them  in  touch  with  the  outside 
world.  We  hope  that  it  will  be  extended  as  opportunity  offers. 

We  find  also  that  a  Canteen,  which  is  available  for  both  patients 
and  staff,  is  found  in  most  Institutions  to  serve  a  useful  purpose 
and  to  be  much  appreciated,  and  we  hope  that  this  matter  will 
receive  consideration. 

We  have  been  greatly  interested  in  the  arrangements  made  for 
the  systematic  occupation  of  the  patients  on  both  sides  of  the 
Hospital.  We  visited  the  Handicraft  Centre  on  the  female  side 
and  saw  the  excellent  work  which  is  being  done  by  patients  from 
a  great  variety  of  wards.  During  our  visit  we  have  also  seen 
groups  of  patients  at  work  in  most  of  the  wards.  We  were  much 
impressed  with  the  care  and  trouble  taken  in  the  organisation  of 
this  work,  and  the  efforts  made  to  occupy  the  recent  admissions 
as  soon  as  possible.  It  is  pleasant  to  note  the  appreciation  by  the 
staff  of  the  benefits  conferred  on  the  patients  by  these  activities. 
The  whole  system  gives  evidence  of  the  closest  co-operation  be¬ 
tween  the  Medical  Officers,  the  Occupation  Officers,  and  the 
Nursing  Staff,  on  all  of  whom  great  credit  is  reflected  by  the  re¬ 
sults  obtained.  In  one  of  the  male  wards  we  noticed  a  number  of 
degraded  patients,  including  some  suffering  from  primary  dementia, 
who  appeared  to  be  unemployable.  We  venture  to  suggest  that 
some  elementary  forms  of  physical  exercise,  including  marching  to 
order  or  music,  might  be  found  to  be  of  benefit  to  them. 
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The  number  of  deaths  since  the  last  visit  totals  123,  giving  a 
mortality  rate  of  6.1.  Post-mortem  examinations  were  held  in 
107  cases.  The  chief  causes  of  death  were  Pneumonia  (41), 
General  Paralysis  (12),  Heart  Disease  (11),  and  Kidney  Disease 
(15).  Three  women  succumbed  to  Tuberculosis. 

Inquests  were  held  on  four  patients,  in  one  case  the  verdict  be¬ 
ing  “suicide  whilst  of  unsound  mind.”  The  facts  concerning  this 
latter  case  were  communicated  to  the  Board  at  the  time. 

Amongst  the  zymotic  diseases  since  the  last  visit  are  included 
an  outbreak  of  influenza  in  the  spring  which  affected  15  patients 
and  9  members  of  the  staff  all  of  whom  recovered  ;  scarlet  fever 
2  (patients) ;  erysipelas  5  (patients).  One  member  of  the  female 
staff  unfortunately  succumbed  to  an  attack  of  Enteric  Fever.  In 
the  subsequent  investigations  seven  patients  were  found  to  be 
carriers.  These  patients  are  all  being  treated  with  special  care, 
the  details  of  which  after  full  enquiry  we  consider  to  be  satis¬ 
factory.  In  this  connection  we  enquired  carefully  into  the 
arrangements  made  for  dealing  with  fouled  linen,  which  we  find  is 
dealt  with  satisfactorily  in  an  entirely  separate  unit  and  from  first 
to  last  does  not  come  in  contact  with  the  linen  in  the  general 
laundry. 

There  have  been  thirteen  cases  of  serious  but  non-fatal  accidents 
since  the  last  visit.  Only  one  of  these  calls  for  special  comment 
where  a  woman  climbed  through  the  top  window  of  a  side  room 
in  one  of  the  dormitories.  We  have  inspected  the  window  and 
are  satisfied  that  suitable  precautions  have  been  taken  to  prevent 
a  similar  accident  in  this  room.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  57th  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Superintendent,  with  Statistical  Tables  for  the  Year  1931.

The  increase  in  the  number  of  those  remaining  is  21  as  com¬ 
pared  with  27  in  1930  and  29  in  1929.  On  January  1st  there 
were  3  male  and  39  female  vacant  beds,  but  overcrowding  to  the 
extent  of  9  male  and  46  female  as  regards  day  space.  This 
overcrowding  by  day  greatly  enhances  the  difficulty  of  adminis¬ 
tration  and  increases  the  noise,  promotes  quarrelsomeness  and  is 
dangerous  to  the  general  health. 

The  condition  is  really  worse  than  the  figures  shew  as  in  some 
wards  the  relative  deficiency  in  day  space  to  sleeping  accommo¬ 
dation  is  more  than  others  and  this  unfortunately  applies  to  the 
wards  where  the  more  restless  and  exciteable  patients  are  quartered. 
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It  is  not  possible  to  remedy  this,  as  the  larger  wards  are  not 
suitably  constructed  for  use  by  excited  persons.  Some  arrange¬ 
ments  are  being  made  for  the  reception  and  care  of  quieter  and 
bedridden  seniles  at  the  Public  Assistance  Institutions,  but 
allowing  for  this,  we  shall  be  quite  full  by  the  time  that  the 
new  accommodation  so  urgently  needed  can  be  provided.  The 
removal  of  quieter  patients  will  also  aggravate  the  difficulties 
mentioned  above. 

The  Mental  Treatment  Act  has  received  but  little  attention  in 
this  area,  and  its  provisions  do  not  seem  to  be  appreciated. 
Cases  suitable  for  treatment  under  Section  5  without  certification 
are  still  being  certified  and  losing  the  benefits  now  provided  for 
them  by  law. 

A  few  Voluntary  Patients  have  been  admitted,  but  until  proper 
hospital  accommodation  in  a  separate  building  is  provided,  it  is 
not  likely  that  many  will  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  of 
treatment.  This  Act  provides  a  real  opportunity  for  diminishing 
the  number  of  chronic  cases  by  ensuring  early  treatment,  so  that 
it  is  of  paramount  importance  both  to  the  patients  and  ratepayers 
that  proper  accommodation  should  be  provided. 

A  Clinic  for  Out-patients  has  been  started  at  the  Kent  and 
Canterbury  General  Hospital,  and  is  becoming  increasingly 
useful. 

Admissions. — These  totalled  264  (M.  112,  F.  152).  This  is 
45  less  than  1931.  The  congenital  defectives  have  been  fewer  in 
number  as  also  seniles.  The  number  of  General  Paralytics  is 
slightly  larger  but  these  are  still  admitted  too  late  to  benefit 
much  by  treatment.  Two  patients  were  discharged,  and  one  was 
sufficiently  improved  to  be  allowed  to  be  absent  on  trial  during 
the  year. 

General  Health. — This  has  been  satisfactory.  Influenza 
has  been  epidemic  this  spring,  but  not  so  widespread  or  fatal  as  on 
the  last  occasion.  The  death  rate  has  fallen  from  8  to  7  per  cent. 


Discharges. — These  number  53  M.,  67  F.,  apart  from 
transfers  to  other  hospitals.  Of  this  number  84  (M.  35,  F.  49) 
were  recovered.

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The  first  section  of  the  Nurses’  Home  (Godfrey  House)  has  been 
completed  and  has  been  occupied  since  May. 

The  New  Well  is  now  providing  a  much  needed  additional 
supply  of  water. 

A  new  Babcock  Wilcox  Boiler  was  completed  in  December  and 
lias  been  Highly  efficient  and  is  saving  between  £50  and  £60  per 
week  in  the  cost  of  fuel  during  the  winter  months.  It  is  necessary 
however  to  provide  a  lime-soda  water  softening  plant  for  this 
boiler.  In  doing  this  it  will  be  possible  to  utilise  exhaust  steam 
for  heating  the  boiler  feed  water  and  in  this  way  effect  further 
considerable  economy.  The  conduct  of  the  Staff  has  been  very 
good  and  it  has  been  possible  to  maintain  a  fairly  constantly  full 
number  of  female  nurses 

I  have  to  thank  the  Assistant  Medical  Officers,  Mr.  Arthur 
(Clerk  and  Steward),  the  Matron  and  Head  Male  Nurse,  for  their 
always  ready  help  and  support. 

The  Engineer’s  Department  under  Mr.  Clough  has  functioned 
efficiently  under  great  difficulties. 

The  Farm  under  Mr.  Candler  has  provided  us  with  necessaries. 
The  additions  made  by  you  in  the  Poultry  equipment  has  enabled 
us  to  obtain  all  the  eggs  required. 

In  conclusion  I  have  to  thank  the  Committee  for  their  support 
and  to  congratulate  the  Chairman,  Mr.  Sydney  Brown,  on  his 
restoration  to  health  after  a  severe  illness  last  autumn.

CHAPLAIN  S  REPORT. 


Chartham  Down, 

February ,  1932. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Visiting  Committee. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  thirteenth  Annual 
Report, 

During  the  year  Daily  and  Sunday  Services  have  been  held  as 
well  as  Services  on  Christmas  Day  and  Good  Friday.  There  was 
a  special  Service  on  Armistice  Day  and  on  the  occasion  of  the 
death  of  Male  Nurse  Heathcote  a  Memorial  Service  was  held. 
There  were  Week-day  Services  during  Lent. 

The  Choir  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Arthur  kept  up  a  high 
standard  of  excellence.  We  are  grateful  for  their  help  in  Church 
as  well  as  for  the  great  assistance  given  by  them  at  our  Enter¬ 
tainments. 

I  have  visited  the  patients  in  the  wards  and  in  the  courts. 

% 

Candidates  were  prepared  for  Confirmation  and  presented  at 
the  Cathedral. 

The  wards  are  well  supplied  with  books  which  are  in  excellent 
condition.  The  Red  Cross  Society  has  supplied  us  with  both 
books  and  Magazines  and  several  friends  have  remembered  that 
such  gifts  are  always  acceptable. 

Much  use  has  been  made  of  the  Library  by  members  of  the 
staff. 
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The  good  condition  of  the  books  is  due  to  the  care  and 
attention  given  to  them  by  Miss  Poole.  She  is  kept  busy 
binding  and  repairing  both  books  and  magazines.  The  number 
of  books  bound  totalled  nearly  300  and  the  number  of  those 
repaired  about  2,000.  A  few  more  additions  to  our  equipment 
would  be  acceptable. 

I  have  to  thank  Dr.  Collins  and  the  members  of  the  staff  for 
their  unfailing  help  and  courtesy. 

In  conclusion,  I  thank  you  Sir,  and  the  members  of  the 
Visiting  Committee  for  your  very  kind  expression  of  your 
appreciation  of  my  work.

Daring  yesterday  and  to-day,  we  have  inspected  all  parts  of 
this  Institution  and  can  report  that  it  continues  to  be  ably 
administered  by  Dr.  Collins,  and  to  afford  satisfactory  accom¬ 
modation  for  the  patients.

The  above  changes  leave  on  the  books  the  names  of  693  males 
and  730  females  (including  one  Voluntary  patient  of  each  sex). 
There  are  seven  male  and  eleven  female  private  patients,  and  48 
“  Service  ”  patients.  The  out-County  patients  number  13. 

To-day  there  are  four  men  and  three  women  out  on  trial  and 
one  patient  of  each  sex  on  leave,  so  that  the  number  of  patients 
actually  in  residence  after  the  deduction  of  six  patients  who  are 
at  present  boarded  out  under  Section  57,  is  1,408,  made  up  of 
684  males  and  724  females.  The  prescribed  accommodation  of 
this  Hospital  is  for  682  males  and  680  females  by  day,  and  697 
males  and  768  females  by  night.  There  is  thus  an  overcrowding 
to  the  extent  of  two  males  and  44  females  by  day,  and  a  surplus 
of  accommodation  on  both  sides  by  night. 
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The  weekly  maintenance  charge  is  35/-  per  week  for  private 
patients  and  20/5  for  home  patients. 

During  our  visit  we  have  passed  through  all  the  wards  and 
have  found  them  well  decorated,  bright  and  cheerful  with  a  good 
supply  of  plants  and  flowers. 

We  noticed  with  pleasure  the  good  supply  of  books  and 
periodicals  and  their  excellent  condition.  The  patients  were 
quiet  and  orderly  and  we  particularly  noticed  the  absence  of 
noise.  We  found  wireless  loud  speakers  in  all  the  day  rooms,  the 
reproduction  being  of  a  particularly  pleasing  character.  We 
received  no  complaints  from  any  of  the  patients  except  on  the 
ground  of  detention.  We  should  like  to  record  the  excellent  im¬ 
pression  we  received  of  the  good  relations*  which  exist  between  the 
Staff  and  the  patients. 

Since  the  visit  of  our  colleagues  last  December,  the  new  Nurses5 
Home  has  been  completed  and  opened  for  use.  It  appeared  to  us 
to  have  been  well  planned  and  equipped  and  is  much  appreciated 
by  its  occupants. 

Work  on  a  new  well  and  a  new  boiler  house  with  up-to-date 
plant,  now  in  progress  will  add  greatly  to  the  efficiency  of  the 
Institution. 

During  our  tour  of  the  wards,  we  noticed  that  the  tins  used  for 
the  fouled  linen  have  no  covers.  This  would  be  a  source  of  danger 
if  any  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  such  as  enteric  fever  or 
dysentery  were  to  occur,  and  we  hope  that  the  present  tins  will 
be  replaced  by  those  with  covers  as  opportunity  occurs.  We 
should  also  like  some  alteration  to  be  made,  if  possible,  obviating 
the  present  necessity  for  carrying  these  tins  through  the  wards 
on  the  way  to  the  laundry. 

The  presence  of  a  considerable  number  of  mental  defectives  in 
this  Hospital  has  been  referred  to  in  previous  reports.  In  view 
of  the  difficulty  in  finding  proper  accommodation  for  them  else¬ 
where  the  question  of  their  training  is  important.  We  have  seen 
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one  of  the  occupational  classes  conducted  by  a  lady  from  the 
Kent  Voluntary  Association,  and  were  much  pleased  with  the 
work  which  is  being  done.  There  appear  to  us  to  be  a  number 
of  other  defectives  who  would  benefit  by  similar  training.  We 
desire  also  to  draw  attenton  to  the  importance  of  regular  physical 
exercises  as  a  means  of  improving  the  general  physique  and  be¬ 
haviour  of  this  class  of  patient,  and  we  suggest  that  a  start  might 
be  made  with  selected  patients  under  a  member  of  the  Staff  who 
will  interest  himself  particularly  in  this  direction. 

Parole  beyond  the  Estate  is  allowed  to  54  patients,  and  86 
patients  have  parole  within  the  grounds.  Two  male  wards  are 
open  to  ward  gardens,  and  one  female  ward  is  open  to  the  corridor 
as  well  as  to  the  garden. 

We  were  glad  to  hear  that  a  start  has  been  made  in  the  pro¬ 
vision  of  nightshirts  for  the  men,  and  that  it  is  intended  to  extend 
this  privilege  to  the  whole  of  the  male  side. 

The  mortality  rate  for  the  year  1930  was  8 ’61  per  cent.  The 
deaths  totalled  91,  68  of  which  were  the  subject  of  post-mortem 
examinations.  Four  inquests  have  been  held,  the  cause  of  death 
being  assigned  to  misadventure  in  three  cases.  In  39  of  the 
deaths  the  cause  was  described  as  due  to  heart  disease,  and 
tuberculosis  claimed  seven  victims. 

An  outbreak  of  influenza  affected  54  patients  and  seven  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  staff  during  the  first  half  of  this  year,  but  no  cases 
ended  fatally.  Apart  from  this  epidemic  there  has  been  no  case 
of  zymotic  disease  amongst  the  patients  since  the  last  visit.  One 
of  the  female  staff  is  at  the  present  time  convalescing  from  an 
attack  of  enteric  fever,  the  source  of  infection  being  unknown. 
The  bloods  of  all  patients  in  her  ward  have  been  examined  with 
negative  results. 

The  number  of  patients  known  to  be  effected  by  tuberculosis  is 
at  present  sixteen. 
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Since  the  last  visit  there  have  been  thirteen  serious  but  non- 
fatal  casualties,  none  of  which  call  for  special  comment. 

We  have  been  much  interested  in  our  vfsit  to  the  Laboratory 
where  an  increasing  amount  of  valuable  work  is  being  carried  ont. 

We  were  glad  to  hear  that  Dr.  Collins  in  conjunction  with 
Dr.  Sail  has  recently  opened  a  clinic  at  the  Canterbury  General 
Hospital  and  has  been  made  a  member  of  the  Staff  of  that 
Institution.  We  have  no  doubt  that  this  new  departure  will  take 
an  increasingly  useful  place  in  the  medical  activities  of  the 
district. 

There  is  one  further  matter  which  we  would  like  to  mention 
though  we  do  so  with  some  slight  hesitation  in  view  of  the  exist¬ 
ing  financial  state  of  the  Country.  We  refer  partly  to  the  in¬ 
adequate  accommodation  for  the  industrial  occupation  of  the 
patients,  a  means  of  treatment  which  is  found  in  similar  Institu¬ 
tions  to  be  of  very  great  value.  And  with  this  appears  to  us  to 
be  linked  up  the  fact  that  the  Medical  Superintendent  and  the 
Chaplain  are  occupying  houses  in  close  contiguity  to  the  main 
Institution.  In  the  majority  of  similar  Institutions  the  Medical 
Superintendent  is  provided  with  a  separate  house  within  the 
estate.  It  appears  to  us  that  these  two  houses  could  readily  be 
adapted  for  use  as  industrial  shops.  We  hope  that  the  Committee 
will  give  careful  attention  to  this  matter  as  it  appears  to  us  that 
the  provision  of  a  separate  house  for  the  Medical  Superintendent 
may  become  a  matter  of  some  urgency  at  no  very  distant  date. 

In  conclusion  we  would  like  to  express  the  pleasure  which  our 
visit  has  given  us  and  our  appreciation  of  the  kindly  assistance 
which  we  have  received  from  all.
